The Children's Teeth. 


Temporary teeth, as a rule, appear 


•when the-child is about seven mouths 
eld, Snd they ought all to be through 
by the twenty-fourth month after tm-tu. 
The gums during this time ought to be 
wiped with a small sponge soaked in 
bca-ax, night and morning. When the 
child reaches its second year, a very 
soft, small tooth-brush may be used. 
When the teeth ol children are regu- 
larly and properly attended to they 
seldom decay. Should the first teetli 
become loose or decayed, which they 
often do about the sixth or seventh 
year, they ought to be taken out so as 
to make room for the second set. If 
this is not done Ihe permanent teeth 
will force their way through some- 
how beside them, and, in consequence, 
the child's teeth will be crooked and 
the mouth spoilt, causing much trou- 
ble afterwards to have the teeth put 
straight.
